ITALIANS RESUME 
TR:ESTE ADVANCE, 
6000 ‘MEN TAKEN 


Austrian Line in Costal Sector 
Is Broken—Progress Made 


in the Trentino. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—The Italians again 
Rave taken the offensive against the 
Austrians in their endeavor to reach 
Triest, Austria's chief port on the Adri- 
atic, and at several points south and 
southeast of Gorizia have made good 
progress and in addition taken nearly 
6000 prisoners. 

South of Gorizia the Austrian line was 
broken between Tobar and Vertoiba, ac- 
cording to Rome, and on the Carso front 
entrenchments between the Vipacco 
River and Hill 208 were captured. Here 
the town of Noavilla and a strong posi- 


tion around the northern part of the 


hill fell into the hands of the attackers. 
Trenches in the Trentino region alsv 
have been won by the Italians and 536 
Austrians made prisoners. 

Rome’s report on this advance says: 

“On the Julian front yesterday there 
Was an intense artillery duel which in 
the morning was hindered by fogs. In 
the afternoon our infantry made a de- 
termined attack east of Vertoebizza and 
broke the enemy's line between Tobar 
and Vertoiba, capturing 860 prisoners, 
including 25 officers, and also three ma- 
chine guns. 

“On the Carso, after the intricate de- 
fenses of the enemy had been destroyed 
by artillery and trench mortar fire, our 
infantry captured almost the whole of 
the line composed of several successive 
entrenchments between the Vipacco Riv- 
er and Hill 208 and advanced beyond it. 
Novavilla and the adjoining strong po- 
sition around the northern part of Hill 
908 also fell into our hands after brisk 
fighting. 

War Munitions Taken, 

“Prisoners to the. number of 50%, in- 
cluding 164 officers, have been reported 
and also a large quantity of arms and 
ammunition.” 

The following description of the 
Italian success has been telegraphed 
to the Petit Parisien by its war cor- 
respondent on the Italfan front: 

“Our artillery began to concentrate 
its fire on, the morning of the 8th on 
the zone between Vertoiba and the 
sea, favored intermittently by the 
sun. All calibers engaged in a grand 
concert, and thein fire swept the Aus- 
trian position yard by vard, grow- 
ing gradually more intense. 

Bombardment Continued. 

“On the next day, the 9th, the bom- 

bafdment continued unabated. Pa- 


trols which were sent out to recon- 


gertto> reported splendid results, par- 
ticularly where the Austrians were 
most strongly established in the 
space between Qppacchiasella and 
Hill 77, east of Monfalcone. Here the 


‘Austrian line was the strangest sight. 


They used the walls of gardens, cop- 
ings of wells and natural caverns of 
rock. The line descends from Hill 
°08 to the north as far as a mile east 
road from Oppacchtasella to 
Jamiano. The enemy had made sev- 
ern! series of trenches facing in ev- 
ery direction, which made the defense 
of the position easy. Two of the 
most important positions were the 
triangular redoubt and another posi- 
tion called Fortino, which were fur- 
nished with machine guns and pro- 
tected by formidable artillery. It was 
against this part of the front that the 
Italian artillery was directed yester- 
day with magnificent results. The 
correspondent adds: 

“I followed the battle yesterday morn- 
ing from a central point between Nova- 
vas and Villanova. It was a fantastic 
sight. The Austrian trenches were con-

U-53'S CAPTAIN FOUND TIME 
TO CALL ON NEWPORT WOMAN 


Husband Says His Wife Has 42 
Nephews in Army and Is Well. 
Known in Germany. 
NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 12.—Although 
Capt. Hans Rose of the U-53 was in this 
port only a few hours, he is said to 
have found time to call with two of 
his crew upon Mrs. Noah Thompson, 
whose husband keeps a little variety 

store at 703 Thames street. 

Her husband said last night: ‘‘Yes, it 
is true that Capt. Rose called on my 
wife. I was in Middletown. He called 
because Mrs. Thompson is a German 
and !s constantly in touch with that 
country. She has 42 nephews in the 
war, and we have frequently sent to- 
bacco and other articles to them. One 
has been captured by the Russians and 
is in a Siberian prison. All the others 
are still alive.”’ 

“How is it that Capt. Rose knew 
where to find Mrs. Thompson and came 
direct to the house without trouble?’ 
was asked of him. 

*‘Mrs. Thompson,” the husband replied, 
“is from a prominent family in Ger- 
many, and she is well known in Ger- 
many.” 

Mrs. Thompson’s maiden name was 
Wilhelmina Christina Henrietta Schell, 
and she came from Schleswig-Holstein. 


M'DANIEL WILL HOLD OFFI 
DURING TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Prosecutor Will Not Be Removed Un- 
. less He Is Convicted of 
Slaying Wife. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 12.—Judge 
Thomas F. Ryan of the Criminal! Court. 
announced today that Oscar D. McDan- 
fel, indicted on a charge of murdering 
his wife, will not be suspended as Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Buchanan County 
pending trial. Judge Ryan said that 
McDaniel will be suspended if he is con- 
victed at his trial, Oct. 18. 

McDaniel, released from jail yesterday 
on $650,000 bonds, last. night opened his 
campaign for re-election as Prosecuting 


Attorney of Buchanan County. 
Speaking at a political meeting ina 


schoolhouse, the prosecutor asked his 
hearers to withhold judgment and to 
presume him innocent, as the law does, 
until his case is settled. He said that 
if given the opportunity he would be 
able before election to prove that he is 
innocent of the crime charged against 
him. He was in jail three weeks. His 
trial has been set for Oct. 18. 


SAY FLYERS DROPPED GERMS: 


Russians Assert -Aviators Deposited 
Cholera Baccilli in Constanza,

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CONVENTION TODAY 


Commission Favors Forbidding 
Episcopalian Clergy to Re- 
marry Divorcees. 


FEW EXCEPTIONS MADE, 


English and Canadian Divisions 
of Sect Send Greetings to 
the Delegates. 


The divorce question, paramount issue 
in the present general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, will be 
placed before the convention at this aft- 
ernoon’s session in Moolah Temple, when 
the report of the joint commission ap- 
pointed at the last convention, three 
years ago, to deal with this subject, 
was presented. The discussion of this 
matter in the House of Bishops and the 
Hiouse of Deputies is expected to con- 
tinue several days. 

The commission in its reports recom- 
mends that the convention enact a 
canon, or church law, forbidding any 
minister of the church to perform the 
rnarriage ceremony for any person who 
has a husband or wife still living, who 
has been divorced for any cause arising 
after marriage. The present canon on 
this subject permits the marriage of the 
‘innocent party’’ to a divorce proceed- 
ing. 

In any case where a divorce has been 
granted for causes arising before mar- 
riage, and is in fact merely an annul- 
ment of the marriage, the proposed new 
canon provides that special! consideration 
may be given by the Bishop of the 
diocese to the facts of the case and that 
the court’s decree and record shal] be 
among the facts considered. 

Would Have Bishop Decide. 

The commission further recommends 
that the question of admitting te the 
sacraments of the church persons who 
have entered on a marriage not in ac- 
cord with the church law shall be con- 
sidered on the individual merits of each 
case by the Bishop of the diocese, whose 
decision shall be final. 

The commission adopted. its. report at 
4 meeting held in New York Nov, 10 
lust. Bishop Joseph B. Cheshire of Ra- 
leigh, N. C., is chairman and the other 
members are the Bishops of Vermont, 
Lexington, Ky., Chicago and Long 
Island, from the clergy, the Rev. Messrs. 
Wrigley, Mclivaine, Leffingwell, Marquis 
and Parks: and from the laity, Everett 
v. Wheeler, Edward C. Niles, “rederic 
Morehouse, Leigh R. Watts and Charles 
E. Shepherd. 

Bishop Lewis W. Burton of Lexington 
dissented from the main conclusion of 
the report and so stated over his signa- 
ture at the end'‘of the report, where the 
others signed in approval. The ground 
of his objection was not indicated. The 
Rev. C. W. Leffingwell of Pasedena, 
Cal., dissented from a minor conclu- 
sion in the report, which was that the 
convention sheculd not pronounce any 
ovinion on the relative desirability of 
State and Federal! legislation on the sub- 
sect of marriage and divorce. 

The commission also reported that 
there could be no international law 
on marriage and divorce between the 
United States and Great Britain, as 
had been suggested in one paragraph 
of the resolution under which the 
commission was appointed. 

Decides Against Protest. 

Another part of the report bore on 
the “‘ne temere’”’ decree of the late 
Pope Pius X, which has been inter-- 
preted as declaring invalid the mar- 
riage of a Roman Catholic with a 
person of another faith, unless’ the 
ceremony is performed by a priest of 
the Roman Catholic church, under 
the conditions imposed by the church 
for mixed marriages. Some Episco- 
palians had favored a protest against

IN INDIANAPOLIS 


Tells Audience of 10,000 Nation 
Must Unite—Reviews Auto- 
mobile Parade. 


A LUNCHEON 


Gov. Ralston heads Committee 
Which Greets Him at Sta- 
tion—Crowds Cheer. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 12.—Speak- 
ing at a good roads celebration here to- 
day, President Wilson urged the need 
of a united nation. He declared that 
good roads are very tmportant in knit- 
ting the people and the country togeth- 
er. He addressed a crowd of approxi- 


mately 10,000 persons in the Coliseum 
at the State Fair Grounds, after attend- 
ing a lunch given by Gov. Ralton of 
Indiana and reviewing an automobile 
parade. 

Pleased With Applause. 

The President declared at the lunch- 
eon that when he heard the kind of ap- 
plause given him in Indianapolis today 
he believed that the peofle approved his 
interpretation of the spirit of the peo- 
ple. After saying he was interested in 
particular in the national feeling of the 
United States, Wilson smilingly declared 
that he knew the Republicans present 
were as good Americans as he, and 
that after fighting for a few more 
weeks, both parties would work for the 
common good of the nation. 

The President arrived at 11:30 and was 
met at the station by a cheering crowd. 
He was escorted by a band and a guard 
of mounted and foot police from the 
railroad station to a hotel. The side- 
walks were lined with people and, as 
the hotel was neared, the hand-clapping 
and applause grew in volume. The band 
followed Wilson. The Reception Com- 
mittee which met the President was 
headed by Gov. Ralston. Across the 
street at several points were banners 
praising the President for keeping the 
country at peace. 

Following his arrival.at the hotel the 
President and Mrs. Wiison were tmmedi- 
ately escotred to a suite.of rooms. A 
special committee received Mrs. Wilson. 
The automobile parade, celebrating the 
centennial highway day, was started 
by the booming of a cannon immediately 
after a luncheon given by Gov. Ralston 
in honor of the President. Motorists 
from all parts of Indiana participated 
in the parade. After the review of the 
parade, the President motored to the 
State Fair Grounds over a route chosen 
in advance so that the crowds could see 
him. 

President Wilson was greeted by 
crowds of cheering people at Dayton, 
O., and Richmond, Ind., as he passed 
through this morning en route to In- 
dianapolis. He refused to make political 
speeches but at Dayton declared it did 
his heart good to receive such welcomes. 
Leaning over the observation platform 
of his private car at Dayton the Presi- 
dent was almost mobbed by a good- 
natured crowd of several thousand peo- 
ple who sought to shake hands with 
him. Sometimes four or: five people had 
hold of each of his hands at one time. 
In the usual! shouts from the crowd the 
railway eight-hour law was most fre- 
quently mentioned. 

The train to which the President's car 
was attached backed into a crowd at 
Richmond and several persons nearly 
hwere caught under the President’s car. 
John Q. Slye, a secret service man, 
pulled one woman out of the way just 


in time. 
When urged to speak at Richmond, 


the President said: “I am not making 
speeches but it is mighty fine to see 
you. It makes my heart warm to have 
you come out and greet me in this 
way.” 

Seeing that most of the crowd were 
workingmen, Mr. Wilson added: ‘I am 
a hard working man myself.”’ 

At Greenfield, Ind., a band came hur- 
rying down a street just as the Presi- 
dent's train pulled out. It did not have 
time to play. Wilson shook hands with 
the people as rapidly as possible ‘and 
waved to them as the train left. 


WILL CONTROL AUSTRIA'S FOOD

rior under the presidency of Chevalier 
von Keller. 

The food department will not ofily 
provide and distribute suitable food- 
stuffs, but will supervise prices.

PUBLIC OFFICES CLOSE 
FOR COLUMBUS DAY 


Widest Observance Is by Knights 
of Columbus, Who Have 
Elaborate Program. 


Columbus Day, in observance of 


ery of America is being celebrated fn St. 
Louis today. State and city offices, 


with the exception of the Circult 
Court, ares closed. Parochial schools 
are closed, and the public schools, 
while remaining open, devoted a part 
of the day to appropriate ceremonies. 

The widest observance of the day 
is being made by the Knights of Colum- 
bus, a Catholic organization, which 
began its exercises at 7:30 a. m. by 
decorating the Columbus statue in 
Tower Grove Park. Francis R. Low- 
ther, head of the St. Louis Chapter, 
Knights of Columbus, spoke on the 
life and achievements of the discov- 
erer of America. The Columbus 
Choral Club gave a song program. 

Preceding the ceremonies at the 
statue there was a parade of the unl- 
form ranks of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, the Choral Clut and the Colum- 
bian Boy Scouts. 

At noon high mass was celebrated at 
the Old Cathedral, Third and Walnut 
streets, during which there was a sacred 
choral by the Knights of Columbus 
choir. 

Memorial Tablet Unveiled. 
Later Archbishop Glennon accepted 

and formally unveiled a memorial tablet 
presented by the Knights of Columbia, 
and Walter B. Douglas, representing the 
Missouri Historical Society, delivered an 
address. 

The tablet, in bronze, is 28x36 inches. 
It was placed on the Walnut street wall 
of the Old Cathedral. The text of its 
inscription follows: 

The Old Cathedral Church and 
Church of St. Louis of France, 
On this spot was celebrated the 

first mass in St. Louis, A. D. 1764. 

A log church was erected and 

blessed on June 24, 1770. The 

cornerstone of a second church 
was blessed by the Rt.. Rev. 

Louis G. Dubourg, Bishop of New 

Orleans, La., March 29, 1818, and 

the church was consecrated 

March 25, 1824, by the Rt. Rev. 

Joseph Rosati, Bishop of Tena- 

gra, I. P. I. In 1827 the Diocese 

of St. Louls was erected and the 
cornerstone of this Cathedral 

Church was placed Aug. 1, 1831, 

and the building solemnly conse- 

crated Oct. 26, 1834, Rt. Rev. Jo- 

seph Rosati officiating. Oct. 18, 

1914, title of cathedral passed and 

this tecame the Church of St. 

Louis of France. 

Placed by St. Logis General 
Assembly, Fourth Degree Knights 
of Columbus, Oct. 12, 1916.

Feared That Publicity as to Ber- 
lin’s U-Boat Threat Might 
Cause Resentment.

York World ang the Post-Dispatch that 
the big purpose of Ambassador werard’s 
visit to this country was to report on 
the menace to our relations with Ger 
many, lying in the probability of the 


resumption of a ruthless U-boat warfare 
by the Kaiser’s navy, did the Ambassaa- 
dor utter a “diplomatic denial’’ of th xt 
statement, which previously had beer. 
given complete although indirect confir- 
mation. 

Mr. Gerard was induced to make the 
Cenial late yesterday afternoon, because 
it was feared in Washington that the 
frankness with which the World and 
Post-Dispatch had treated the matter 
might create resentment and embarrass- 
ment in Germany if it were given too 
much of an official sanction. 

The Post-Dispatch can say that the 
danger of the submarine situation, as 
outlined in its columns, was the high 
point in the discussion Mr. Gerard had 
with Secretary’ of State Lansing on 
Tuesday, which was repeated later t» 
the President at Shadow Lawn. 

Even before Secretary Lansing had 
received the Ambassador’s report, tho 
news from Berlin had apprised the Ser- 
retary of the true state of affairs, 
which had been carefully suppressed f»- 
the last three months by a rigid polit- 
ical censorship. 

As the Post-Dispatch previously said, 
Mr. Gerard did not come home for a 
vacation, although he hag not had one 
for three years. He came only because 
Washington deemed it wise to have him 
report in person on the perplexing ques- 
tions that remain unsettled betwee. 
the two countries, and even when in- 
structions came for him to return he 
was loath to leave Berlin at the tim». 
He had planned to remain in America 
't was said that he would stay perhap. 
two months. 

“You may say that it is not true that 
I came home at this time to serve notice 
on the President of Germany’s inten- 
tion to repudiate her pledges regarding 
the conduct of submarine warfare, or 
that Germany was contemplating the re- 
sumption of submarine attacks upon ali 
kinds of shipping.

19 MEXICANS INDICTED FOR 
MURDER IN RAID ON COLUMBUS 


Men Heid by U. 5S. Army at Colonia 
Dublan Accused of Being in 
Villa’s Band. 

DEMING, N. M., Oct. 12.~Nineteen 
Mexicans who are being held by the 
army authorities at Colonia Dublan, 
Mexico, for alleged connection with the 
Villa raid on Columbus, N. M, March 
9, have been indicted by the Luna Coun- 
ty grand jury, it became known early 

today. 

All are charged with murder. 

Because officers with the expedition 
can not absent thernselves to attend 
court now, the prisoners will not be 
tried at this term, but held at field 
headquarters. Seven Mexicans already 
have been convicted here on similar 
charges, six of them being hanged and 
the sentence of one ‘commuted by Gov.

| ALONG ‘DEAD LINE 


Thousands of Idle Oil Employes 
Virtually Besiege Guardians 
of Plants. 


WOMAN SPECTATOR KILLED 


Struck With Bullet im Clash 
Yesterday, in Which 20 to 25 
Men Were Wounded. 


BAYONNE, N. J., Oct. 12.—The street 
approaching the Constable Hook section 
of this city today resembles an armed 
camp. Thousands of strikers from the : ie 
plants of the Standard Oil Co., Tide- 
water Oil Co., Vacuum Oil Co., Pacific 
Coast Borax Co. and the General Chem- 
fecal Co. maintained a “dead iine’’ 


across the approaches to those plants. 
Inside this line, between the strikers 
and the oil plants, nearly 100 police- 
men were stationed in a fire engine 
house guarding the plants from attack, 
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while a few other policemen and 75 
Deputy Sheriffs held possession of the 
main police headquarters. 

There were no signs of a cessation 
of the labor trouble which caused the 
clash yesterday of police and strikers 
in which one woman spectator was shot 
and killed and 1% or 2 strikers were 
wounded. This fight occurred, accord- 
ing to the police, when the strikers cut 
the hose with which firemen were fight- 
ing a blaze. 

Police Virtually Besieged. 

About 12,000 men have quit work in 
various plants at Constable Hook and 
virtually have besieged the police in 
headquarters and fire stations. The po- 
lice were able to move about the city 
only in groups, generally making sal- 
lies in automobiles and returning imme- 
diately to suppress minor outbreaks. 

The woman killed yesterday was Miss 
Sophia Torack, 20 years old. She. was 
struck in the head by a bullet when 
watching the fight from the window cf 
her home. Two men, one a striker, are 
in a critical condition with severe bul- 
let wounds in their bodies. Two other 
men are in the hospital with less serious 
wounds. 

Fewer than 50 policernen fought with 
a crowd of several hundred strikers for 

22 minutes. Both sides fired repeatedly 
andthe police used their night sticks, 
while their assailants, women as well zs 
men, showered bricks and stones on the 
patrolmen. 

The firemen, responding to an alarm, 
were compelled to fight their way 
through streets barricaded by the strik- 
ers. They were jeered and missiles were 
hurled at them as they advanced. The 
crowd which followed them soon became 
menacing and surrounded the apparatus. 
Then a concerted attack was made on 
the engine, which was quickly wrecked. 


Attack on City Hall Fails. 

The riot was the culmination of a 
series of disorders during the day, the 
most sertous of which was an attempt 
by a mob of strikers to release from 
their cells tn the city hall two of their 
number who had been arrested for car- 
rying concealed weapons. The strikers 
were driven back by the police chief ana 
six of his men who threatened them 
with revolvers. 

Because of attacks upon its stations, 
the Central Railroad of Ne®& Jersey or- 
dered that no trains stop at any of the 
five stations here.

SENDS GREETINGS 
TO CONVENTION

this decree, but the commission does 
not favor such a protest. 

This decree, the commission said, 
should be regarded only as a matter 
of domestic legisiation within the 
Roman Catholic church, for its”own 
memters, and that it must be recog- 
nized that any religious body is com- 
petent “to make regulations concern- 
ing marriage for its own members, in 
harmony with, but in eddition to, 
those which the State imposes on all 
eitizens.”’ 

At the same time, the commission | 
adds in its report, “the riske involved 
in mixed marriages should be pointed 
out, and persons should te urged to 
have @ clear understanding of what 
is demanded of them in entering on 
any such marriage. The responsibil- 
ity of parents for the training of 
their children must. not lightly be 
surrendered, nor a promise made to 
have them brought up in a religious 
system which they cannot themselves 
necept. Any confusion should be 


that no divorced person shall be re- 
married with the church's sanction, 
the commission laid down the princi 
.ple that “marriage is the lifelong un- 
ion of one man with one woman, to 
the exclusion of all others on either 
side.” Regarding the present canon, 
which permits marriage of the “inno- 
cent party” to a divorce, the commis- 
sion says: 

“The doubtfulness of the supposed 
exception in the Gospel according to 
St. Matthew, the extreme difficulty of 
determining the innocence of either 
party and of maintaining the discip- 
linary safeguard of our existing can- 
on, and the confusion which these in- 
troduce into the church’s law, make 
it clear, in the commission’s judg- 
ment, that the-wise course is to re- 
fuse the church’s benediction on any 
marriage after divorce, during the 
lifetime of the other party to the 
original marridite.” 

The reference to the Gospel of St. 
Matthew relates to a verse which 
quotes Jesus as forbidding the re- 
marriage of those who had “put 
eway” a wife or a husband, but mak- 
ing an exception of the “innocent 
party.” Some scholars have held 
that this exception was not contained 
in the original manuscripts. 


$4300 for Missionaries. 
At a united offering service of the 


Woman’s Auxiliary, in Christ Church 
Cathedral this morning, the Diocese 
of (Eastern) Missouri gave an offer- 
ing of $4300 for the support of wom- 
en missionaries. 

The opening ceremony of the sec-

Since the delegates began to arrive, 
the two English Bishops, sent here by 
appointment of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, have been the center of inter- 
est. They are men of different types. 
Bishop H. H. Montgomery, whose bisn- 
opric was in far-off Tasmania, and who 
in later years has been executive secre- 
tary of the Church Missionary Society 
in London, is thoroughly democratic.

OF RUMANIANS 


Brilliant Coup Gave Von Palken- 
hayn Chance to Divide 
Enemy Force. 


VIENNA, Monday, Oct. 9, via London, 
Oct. 11.—The recapturing from the Ru- 
manians of the Transylvanian city of 
Kronstadt is regarded here as having 


strategy of Gen. von Falkenhayn, ably 
supported by Austro-Hungarian Gener- 
als. Von Falkenhayn was able to ex- 
ecute what is regarded as one of the 
most brilliant open field maneuvers of 
the war. Of the troops which assisted 
him, special praise is given the Bava- 
rians and the Hungarian Honveds, 
Tapped Telegraph Wires. 

The fact that the Austro-German forces 
were able to interrupt Rumanian tele- 
graph and telephone communications at 
many points played an important part. 
For example, the Rumanians operating 
rear Hermannstadt were dependent on 
orders from headquarters at Ploesci, in 
Rumania, 45 miles north of Bucharest. 


Telegraph lines were tapped and orders 
from Ploesci to the first Rumanian army 
to hold its ground until the arrival of 
the second army fell into the hands of the 
Germans. The second army, occupying 
the Segesvar Fogaras lint, changed its 
position to attack Gen. von Falkenhayn’s 
troops. The Rumanian forces were 
directed at Hermannstadt with the main 
kody advancing westward through the 
Fogaras basin. The situation of the 
Austro-German troops was critical for a 
time, but Gen von Falkenhayn changed 
t! disposition of his forces to meet the 
errergency. As a result, when the Ru- 
manians reachcd the crest of the Fo- 
garas range they found themselves al- 
mest enclouded in Kukulol Valley. This 
vas Von Falkenhayn’s master strok-:. 
he Rumanians, realizing their danger, 
began a retreat. 


Suddenly Changed Front. 

Von Falkenhayn then concentrated his 
troops against the Rumanians stationed 
or. the banks of the Alt River, suddenly 
changing his front from south to north- 
east. The Rumanians on the Alt in the 
meantime were hemmed in by the Aus- 
trian and Hungarian forces, so that Von 
Falkenhayn’s attack brought the Ru- 
manians into a blind alley, exposed to 
an enfilading fire. 


The Rumanians r&@treated to Fogaras, 
taking up a position from which they 
were dislodged quickly by cavalry. They 
came under heavy German guns, which 
had been placed in preparation for this 
move. Meanwhile Honveds had ad- 
vanced from the northwest upon Fo- 
garas and Hoehaholm, while near Her- 
mannstadt the Germans were breaking 
down the last resistence of their op- 
penents. The Rumanians began gen- 
eral retreat, which ended on the rail- 
way lines from Fogaras to Kronstadt 
and from Homorod to Kronstadt.

Budget Committee, Unable to 
Agree on Issue, Votes Against 
‘ Open Consideration. 


BERLIN, via London, Wednesday, 
Oct. 11.—The most notable incident at 
the opening of the day’s Reichstag ses- 
sion was supplied by Maj. Ernest Bas- 
sermann, leader of the National Lib- 
erals, in his report from the Budget 
Committee that, although it had been 
unable to reach a decision on the sub- 
marine question, it had voted 24 to 4 
against a discussion of the subject in 
open session. 

Bassermann faced a full house when 
he rose to deliver the report, every 
Deputy being present, while the gal- 
leries were jammed. Dr. von Bthmann- 
Hoolweg, the Imperial Chancellor, with 
Foreign Minister von Jagow, Secretary 
Helfferich of the Imperial Treasury and 
the other Ministers filled the ministerial 
benches. 

Bassermann ran through a short re- 
port of the general! international situa- 
tion, emphasizing particularly the en- 
tente’s pressure on neutral Powers and 
its efforts to force Greece into the war, 
in connection with which he expressed 
admiration for the attitude of King 
Constantine. 

Committee’s Recommendation. 

He then read the committee’s recom- 
mendation. 

‘Fhe committee occupied itself with a 
thorough discussion of the question of 
submarine war,” the report said, ‘“‘the 
members of all parties and the repre- 
sentatives of the Government partici- 
pating. All the naval, technical, mili- 
tary, economical and political aspects 
were thoroughly investigated and 
weighed. The deliberations were con- 
ducted under the impression of the high 
importance of the question, strictly upon 
the merits of the case and with a gen- 
eral desire to serve the interests of the 
fatherland. 

““‘An agreement could not be reachei 
in the committee, which therefore re- 
frained from making a decision. The 
ccmmittee recommends that the Reichs- 
tag in its deliberations abstain from 4 
discussion of submarine warfare. It 
bases this attitude upon the standpoint 
that a thorough discussion of the naval, 
technical, military, economic and politi- 
cal details is impossible without injury 
to the interests of the Fatherland, but 
on the other hand that without such 
thorough discussion thé subject could 
not be completely cleared up.’’ 


Only Four Dissenters, 
The recommendation was adopted 


by a vote of 24 to 4, the dissenters 
being conservative and radical So- 
cialist committeemen. 

Dr. Peter Spahn, leader of the 
Catholic Center party, followed Bas- 
sermann, but his speech was largely 
inaudible to tke gallery. He was un- 
Cerstood to say that he left to the 
Imperial Chancellor the decision on 
the propriety of making at some fu- 
ture time further announcements re- 
garding submarine warfare. 

Germany’s attitude toward other 
countries, particularly America, 
which were extenstively discussed in 
committee, must be based, said Dr. 
Spahn, not upo nthe sympathies or 
antipathies, but upon Germany’s own 
interests. 

Philipp Scheidemann, Socialist, em- 
barked upon a vigorous denunciation 
of the elements hostile to Chancel- 
lor von Bethmann-Hollweg, . which 
for months, he declared, had shrunk 
from no methods, however base, to 
overthrow the Chancellor and pre- 
vent the reforms which he promoted. 

Maj. Bassermann, while avoiding a 
discussion of the submarine issue in 
his remarks, injected a _ tribute to 
Admiral von*Tirpitz and the achieve- 
ments of the submarine U-63.

He also 
demanded control of the Piraeus-Laris- 
sa Railway. 
Other Demands Accepted. 

The same dispatch says Greece has 
accepted other demands of the entente 
Powers, though adding a protest against 
them. 

The lighter craft of the Greek fleet 
were‘ handed over intact so as to en- 
able them to be dispatched to the pro- 
visional Government at Salonfki. The 
heavier vessels will be disarmed and 
left where they are. According to the 
Chronicle’s correspondent, the , Greek 
crews have already meen remov from 
some of the warships and are being 
landed from the others. French crews 
were placed on the small ships and all 
guns on the larger vessels rendered in- 
effective and placed under guard. 

“The demands are said to have been 
made as a precautionary measure to 
insure the safety of the allies’ fieet.” 

It is explained that the dispatch of 
artillery and ammunition to the inte- 
rior, the movements of Greek ships and 
the continued activity of the reservist 
leagues have aroused fears of a disturhb- 
ance at points where the allies’ war 
vessels are anchored, and also endan- 
ger the security of the allied troops on 
the Balkan front. - 


Coast Forts to Be Dismantiled. 

Vice Admiral Du Fournet demanded 
the disarming of the Kilkis, Lemnos and 
Averoff and the dismantling of the forts 
on the sea coast, while the two forts 
commanding fhe fleet's moorings were 
to be given over to the Admiral. Con- 
trol of certain points must also be 
placed in the hands of the Anglo-Brit- 
ish authorities. In addition to the dis- 
arming of the warships named, their 
crews are to be reduced to one-third 
the regular complement. 

In addition to her fleet, Greece is to 
be required to permit allied control of 
all materjal for naval operations as 
well as the mails, telegraph and rail- 
roads. The allied ultimatum set forth 
that such control was necessary in or- 
der to render impossible the use of the 
navy, railroads and so forth to the det- 
riment of the allies. 

Gen. Zimbrakatis has been appointed 
Minister of War in the Greek provi- 
sional Government, organization of 
which is being completed at Salonfki., 
says a Reuter dispatch from Saloniki, 
under date of Oct. 10. The seat of the 
Government, it is stated, is undecided 
but it is belleved it will be Mytilene. 

Venizelos’ Speech Quoted, 

The Exchange Telegraph Co.'s 
Athens correspondent quotes former 
Premier Venizelos as declaring in a 
speech at Saloniki that he has placed 
himself at the head of a movement 
which is bdéBund to succeed. 

“The islands have all adhered to 
the movement and are prepared to 
accept the mobilization which will 
be declared shortly,” said Venizelos. 
“The Constitution must be revered, 
even if we have to march without 
Athens and old Greece. We ingend to 
march against Ferdinand and his 
treacherous troops.” 


Greek Navy Includes 5 Battleships; 
Has 4000 Officers and Men, 

The Greek navy consists of five bat- 
tleships—the Kilkis, Lemnos, Psara, 
Spetsal and Hydra; one armored cruiser 
—the Averoff; the coast defense ship 
Basilleus Georgias, the cruisers Helll and 
Nauarchos Miaulis, 10 gunboats, 17 tor- 
pedo boats, nine torpedo boat destroy- 
ers, three submarines and several trans- 
ports and other craft. The Greek naval 
force has been estimated at 4000 officers 
and men. 

Recently there have been reports of 
Greek warships deserting to the revo- 
lutionary forces. Among these were 
the battleship Hydra and two torpedo 
boats, which it was declared joined the 
allied fleet in Salamis Bay. The Kilkis 
also was reported to have deserted, but 
this was denied. 

The best ships in the Greek navy are 
the Kilkis and Lemnos, which respec- 
tively are the former American battle- 
ships Idaho and Mississipp!l. These ves- 
sels were sold to Greece in 1914 for $12,- 
535,275. The Helll also is an American- 
built ship, having been constructed by 
the New York Shipbullding Co. as the 
Fei Hung for China and purchased by 
Greece in 1914. Some of the smaller 
craft were captured from Turkey in 
1897. 

At the outbreak of the war Greece 
had two dreadnaughts under construc- 
tion, one in France and the other in 
Germany, and a protected cruiser build- 
ing in England.

Chancellor Is Noncommittal. 

Up to today they have failed. The 
Chancellor is sitting tight, and, from 
what I learn about what has taken 
place in the secret sessions of the 
Budget Committee, in no way has com- 
mitted himself definitely that he is 
either against or for the renewal of the 
gsubmarine campaign, but merely has 
stated that he was strongly opposed to 
any departure from the Government's 
,course at this time. 

His attitude to a certain extent is 
analogous to President Wilson's atti- 
‘tude toward intervention in Mexico and 
he is following a very similar policy— 
putting the matter off, possibly in the 
hope that no change of course may be 
necessary and that he can avoid so 
vital a decision. There are no signs of 
any Gissonance withiri the Government 
The situation re- 
mains much as it was when Germany, 
in its last note, to some extent condi-

High German officials declare Presi- 
dent Wilson failed to fulfill this ex- 
pectation, and this was one of the most 
powerful arguments used against the 
Chancellor in the secret sessions. It 
was declared to be proof of the Wilson 
administration’s complacency toward 
Fnglish violations on the one hand, and 
a stern attitude toward Germany on the 
other. The Government, it is under-

Reason tor Adhering to Course, 

The Government, through the Chancel- 
lor and other ministers, including espe- 
clally Dr. Helfferich and Herr von 
Jagow, contended that the failure of. 
President Wilson to fulfill what the 
German Government regarded as an ab- 
solutely fair, just and rightful expecta- 
tion toward the American Government,

FORMER KING OF BAVARIA, 
LONG INSANE, DIES SUDDENLY 


Had Been Confined in Castle Near 
Munich Since 1873 and Was 
Deposed in 1913. 
LONDON, Oct. 12.—Former King Otto 
of Bavaria, who had been insane fur 
many years, died suddenly, according to 
a Copenhagen dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph Co., quoting a Berlin official 
announcement. The mad King died at 
Fuerstenried Castle, near Munich, where 

he has been confined since 1873. 


King Otto was. born on April 27, 1848, 
and succeeded his brother, Ludwig IT, In 
1886. Ludwig II also was insane and 
drowned himself in Starnberg Lake. 
King Otto was deposed Nov. 5, 1913, and 
was succeeded by the present monarch. 
Ludwig III, formerly Regent.

Aasistant Chief Sent Some Men In. 

Assistant Fire Chief Frank Dunsford, 
testifying yesterday afternoon, was the 
first Fire Department official to admit 
that he ordered firemen into the building 
near the point where six firemen were 
killed by a falling wall. The men of En- 
gine Company No. 43 were ordered into 
the basement of the west wing, he said, 
because he had discovered flames in the 
wreckage in the center of the building. 

Dunsford said he stationed them in an 
arched corridor 30 feet from the central 
rotunda, where the wall fell about an 
hour later, and declared that if they had 
stayed there they would not have been 
hurt. Lieut. Budde of No. 43 lost his life 
in the collapse of the wall, as did five 
members of Truck Company No. 19. 
Dunsford was positive he gave no orders 
to the men of Truck Company No. 19, 
and he said he did not see these men in 
the basement. 


Bodies of Two Christian Brothers 
Taken From College Ruins. 

The bodies of Brother Carmac and 
Brother Clement, who lost their lives in 
the Christian Brothers’ College fire last 
Thursday, were taken from the ruins di- 
rectly below the fifth floor infirmary, 
where they were trapped by the fire. 

It is regarded as certain that the aged 
and infirm Brothers died of smoke suf- 
focation, before the flames reached 
them. Brother Josias testified at the fn- 
quest that he entered their room in an 
effort to save them, but found that both 
were dead. The smoke forced him to re- 
treat. 
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B. M. L. Bureau Expresses Faith in 
Fire Department Administration, 


The Fire Prevention Bureau of the

NAME ON BALLOT 


Circuit Clerk to Be Elected Nov. 
7 to Fill Unexpired Term 
of Charles R. Graves. 


ON SCHOOL HEAD 
State Superintendent Will Also

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 12.—By a de- 
cison of the Missouri Supreme Court 
handed down today, the name of Nat 
Goldstein in St. 
Louis as Republican candidate for Cir- 
cuit Clerk to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Charles R. Graves. By a vote 
of five to two the court denied a per- 


emptory writ of mandamus asked by 
the Democratic City Committee and Cir- 
cuit Clerk James Hagerman Jr.. ap- 
pointed to the vacancy by Gov. Major, 
who sought to prevent the Board of 
Election Commissioners from placing 
Goldstein’s name on the ballot. 

Chief Justice Woodson and Judges 
Faris, Walker, Blair and Revelle con- 
curred in the ruling and Judges Graves 
and Bond dissented. No opinion was de- 
livered, but it was announced that one 
will be filed lafer. 

This ruling also means that a State 
Superintendent of Public Schools will 
be elected at the November election to 
fill the unexpired term of Howard A. 
Gass, who died recently. The issue in 
the Hagerman case had been joined in 
by the appearance as amicus curiae of 
Peyton Parks of Clinton on behalf of 
Urel W. Lamkin, the present State Su- 
perintendent of Schools, appointed by 
Gov. Major. 

The contention of Hagerman was that 
he was entitled to serve for the full un- 
expired term of Charles R. Graves as 
Circuit Clerk for the reason that the 
vacancy caused by the death of the lat- 
ter did not occur until after the legal 
time for making nominations in the 
State primary had expired. 

The State committees of both Demo- 
crats and Republicans will make nomi- 
nations for Superintendent of Schools. 
Lamkin undoubtedly will be the Demo- 
cratic nominee.

Hagerman Likely to Be Nominee of 
the Democrats, 

Nat Goldstein, who was removed as 
chief clerk in the Circuit Clerk’s office 
after Hagerman succeeded to the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Graves, 
was nominated for the office by the Re- 
publican City Committee. The Demo- 
crats, realizing that he would be prac- 
tically certain of success at the general 
election, inasmuch as the city is nor- 
mally Republican, sought to prevent the 
vacancy being filled at this time. Graves’ 
term would have expired Dec. 31, 1913, 
and they contended that Hagerman’s 
appointment was for the full unexpired 
term. 

If Goldstein is elected he will take 
office as soon as he can qualify. The 
Democratic City Committee, pending the 
outcome of its effort to keep Goldstein's 
name off the ballot, has not made a 
nomination, but it probably will now 
nominate Hagerman. 

The office is considered a valuable po- 
litical asset because of tN® patronage 
at its disposal.

ADMIRAL THINKS 
SUBMARINE SANK 
ONLY FIVE. SHIPS 


Destroyer Flotilla Commander 
Finds No Trace of Kingston 
or Kingstonian. 


SEARCH IS ABANDONED 


Belief Is That Vessel Reported to 
Have Been Torpedoed Was 
Not Near the Scene.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Rear Admir- 
al Gleaves, commanding the Atlantic 
destroyer flotilla, reported” today his 
personal belief that no steamer Kings- 
ton or Kingstonian was sunk by the 
German submarine during its operations 
off Nantucket. lightship. After several 
days’ search the destroyer force has 
found no evidence that a ship of that 
name was in the vicinity and if Ad- 
miral Gleaves’ theory is correct, only 
five ships were sunk. Admiral Gleaves’ 
report follows: 

“Destroyers continued the search un- 
til midnight Tuesday from Montauk 
Point to the Nantucket Lightship. It 
is my personal belief that all survivors 
have been accounted for and that there, 
was no steamer Kingston or Kingston- 
ian, the name Knudsen having been un- 
derstood by hail to be Kingston. De- 
stroyers have returned and search dis- 
continued.” 

Naval Patrol Piavrs Made. 

While no immediate steps are in 
contemplation for the actual estab- 
lishment of a naval neutrality patrol 
along the Atlantic coast as a result 
of the German submarine raid, the 
Navy Department has completed a 
definite plan to be put into opera- 
tion if the campaign continues. 

The entire destroyer force, active 
and reserve, assisted by light cruis- 
ers, navy tugs and other auxiliary 
craft, will be employed to protect 
American territorial waters and also 
to prevent the establishment of any 
secret bases ashore or communica- 
tion between shore radio stations and 
belligerent craft. 

The possibility of mobilizing the 
force of privately owned motor boats 
along the coast which have been en- 
relled with their crews as a part of 
the naval reserves, was first consid- 
ered, but various obstacles were en- 
countered. 

Naval militia officers and men have 
been assigned to reserve ships for serv- 
ice if necessary. 

Submarine Situation Clearing. 


The whole submarine situation both 
as to the recent raid of the New Englana 
coast and the broader question of agita- 
tion in Germany for a ruthless resump- 
tion of the warfare shows signs in of- 
ficial quarters of having practically 
cleared. 

No new developments are reported and 
no new disturbing information has come 
to the State Department, according to 
officials, to change .the decision arrived 
at by President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing.

Minister Loudon, after having re- 
ceived a report on the case from the en- 
voy of the Netheriands Government in 
Washington, was just about to dispatch 
a note to Berlin, which in the customary 
diplomatic terms asked for an explana- 
tion for the sinking of this grain ship in 
the Atlantic off the New Engiand coast 
during the German submarine operations 
of last Sunday. He said he could not 
explain the act, other than that it was 
committed in a misinterpretation of or- 
ders by a hot-headed submarine com- 
mander (flagrant examples of such ac- 
tion, he said, having gccurred before), 
who, having ascertained that the cargo 
was grain and that the ship would touch 
at Kirkwall, sent her to the bottom with- 
out heeding the fact that the grain was 
consigned to the Dutch Government. 

“If Admiral Von Tirpitz had been at 
the head of affairs in Germany it would 
be understandable,"" added the Foreign 
Minister, “but I do not believe it of 
Chancellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg, and 
I fully expect—any, I am _ sure—that 
Germany will disavow the act of her 
commander and tender reparation for 
this absolutely unjustifiable act.” 

American Minister Henry Vandys con- 
ferred yesterday with Dr. Loudon, the 


Minister of Foreign Affairs, on Hoi- 
| land’s standpoint regarding the admis- 
| sion of belligerent warships, which is 
clearly defined by Holland's neutrality 
proclamation of 1914. This prohibits ac- 
cess to Dutch ports or water to bellig- 
erent warships or vessels acting as 
such, except under stress of weather or 
because of damage, and also except ‘in 
the case of the Dutch colonies, where, 
owing to the distance from their bases, 
belligerent warships are permitted to 
take on food supplies and fuel under the 
24-hour rule. - 

Holland, accordingly, on Nov. 4, 1915, 
interned a German submarine found in 
Dutch territorial waters near Tersche!- 
ling, and likewise on Jan. 19, 1916, in- 
terned a British submarine stranded in 
the same neighborhood. To the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent's question as 
to whether immediate diplomatic co- 
operation between the United States and 
Holland, as urgently advocated by some 
of the Dutch newspapers, was being 
considered, the American Minister said: 
“I should be very glad if the United 
States and the Netherlands could find 
some way of co-operation in the settle- 
ment of the submarine question ag re- 
lating to the destruction of merchant 
ships.” 


COLLEGE HEADS ARE CALLED T0 
CONFER ON MILITARY TRAINING 


Nineteen Will Meet in Washington, 
Oct. 17 to Discuss Plans With 
Army Staff. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Presi- 
dents of 19 colleges and universities 
have been called in conference by the 
War Department preparatory to the 
establishment of systematic methods 
for training reserve'‘officers for the 
United States in those institutions. 
They will meet at the Army War Col- 
lege here, Tuesday, Oct. 17, for dis- 
cussion with the army general sta‘f 
of military courses to be organized 
in institutions desiring to take ad- 
vantage of provisions of the army 

reorganization law. 

It has been estimated that the army 
must maintain a corps of 50,000 par- 
tially trained junior officers to fa- 
cilitate organization of an adequate 
military force should the nation have 
war with a Power capable of at- 
tempting invasion.

STROMBERG SUPPORTS. 


New Head of Education Board 
in Statement Urges Its 
Adoption. 


> 


Benjamin P. Stromberg, newly 
elected President of the Board of 
Education, today tssued a statement 
urging the adoption at a special ele*- 
tion on Nov. ll of the proposed 
$3,000,000 bond issue to extend the 
physical equipment of the public 
schools. 

Stromberg asserts that with an en- 
rollment of about 100,000 pupils, it 
has been found necessary to house 
between 300 and 400 of these pupils 
in portable schools, and that the high 
schools aré so crowded that it has 
been necessary to resort to the device 
of a longer school day and to divide 
the: pupils into shifts, which attend 
at different times of the day. It also 
has been necessary, he says, to insti- 
tute the half-day system in 14 schools 
in which there are 1600 pupils. 

This year's increase in enrollment, 
Stromberg says, has added $660,000 to 
the annual cost of instruction. Of 
this amount the increase in teachers’ 
salaries has amounted to $550,000 a 
year. 

Stromberg in his statement says 
that if the bond issue is not voted the 
entire daily session system of the 
schools must be changed, including 
the exclusign of 5-year-old children 
from the kindergartens.

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HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 12.—President 
Wilson, en route to Indianapolis, last 
night announced the appointment of 
members of the advisory commission to 
be associated with the Council of Na- 
tional Defense created by Congress at 


the last session. He gave out a state- 
ment saying he hoped the council would 
“become a rallying point for civic bodies 
working for the national defense.”* 
The seven members of the new ad- 
visory commission are Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road; Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor; Dr. 
Franklin H. Martin of Chicago, “How- 
ard E. Coffin of Detroit, Bernard Baruch 
of New York, Dr. Hollis Godfrey of 
Philadelphia and Julius Rosenwald of 
Chicago. 

Purpose of Councfi. 
The President’s statement follows: 
“The council of national defense has 
been created because the Congress has 
realized that the country is best pre- 
pared for war when thoroughly prepared 
for peace. From an economic point of 
view there is now very little difference 
between the machinery required for com- 
mercial efficiency and that required for 
military purposes. In both cases the 
whole industrial mechanism must be or- 
ganized in the most effective way. Upon 
this conception of the national welfare 
the council is organized, in the words 
of the act, for the creation of relations 
which will render possible in time of 
need the immediate concentration and 
utilization of the resources of the na- 
tion. 
“The organization of the council like- 
wise opens up a new and direct channel 
of communication and co-operation be- 
tween business and scientific men and 
all departments of the Government, and 
it is hoped that it will, in addition, be- 
come a rallying point for civic bodies 
working for the national defense. 
“The council’s chief functions are: 
“1. The co-ordination of all forms of 
transportation and the development cof 
means of transportation to meet the 
military, industrial and commercial 
needs of the nation. 
“2. The extension of the industria] 
mobilization work of the Committee on 
Industrial Preparedness of the new Na- 
val Consulting Board. Complete infor- 
mation as to the present manufacturing 
and producing facilities adaptable to 
many-sided uses of modern warfare will 
be procured, analyzed and made uze of.

In the present instance 
the time of some of the members of the 
Advisory Board could not be purchased. 
They serve the Government without re- 
muneration, efficiency being their sole 
object and Americanism their only mo- 
tive.”’

AS TO RUMANIA ISSUED 


Extracts Published by Berlin 
Newspaper to Show Balkan 
State’s Insincerity. 


BERLIN, Oct. 128 (by wireless to Gay- 
ville).—The Berliner Zeitung Am Mittag 
publishes extracts from the Austre- 
Hungarian red book concerning the re- 
lations with Rumania from July 22, 1914 
to Aug. 27, 1916. 

“The Red Book,” the newspaper says, 
“contains many hitherto unknown and 
most sensational reports of the Austro- 
Hungartan Minister at Bucharest, which 
prove the insincere attitude of the pres- 
ent Rumanian Government, and show 
the pathetiv situation of the late King 
Charles. 

“On July 22 1914, the Austro-Hun- 
garian Government instructs its Minis- 
ter at Bucharest to inform the Ruman- 
lan Government confidentially concern- 
ing the coming presentation of a note 
to Servia. On July 2% Austria-Hungary 
declares that it expects Rumania wil] 
remain strictly neutral and, in the case 
of Russian aggression, co-operate loyal- 
ly. On July 28 the Minister at Bucha- 
rest reports that King Charles has as- 
sured him of Rumanian neutrality in 
case of an Austro-Hungarian war 
against Servia. He added that, unfor~ 
tunately, Rumanian co-operation in case 
of Russian aggression should not be 
counted upoa. King Charles, he says, 
added that ‘no power on earth could in- 
duce him ever to seize arms against 
Austria-Hungary.’ 

Sent by King to Crown Prince, 
“King Charles on Aug. 6 communicat- 
ed to the Austro-Hungarian Minister 
the information that he was unable to 
make the Rumanian Crown Council ac- 
cept the fulfillment of the treaty al- 
liance, but that the union with Russia 
also had been repudiated unanimously. 
On,Sept. 23 King Charles frankly told 
the Augtro-Hungarian Minister to con-

“On Oct. 9 the, Austria-Hungarian 
Minister had an audience with King 
Charles, who was dying, and the King 
THORN’S Gt | exclaimed: ‘I have only to die and 
see the end of this." The King died on 

Oct. 10.’° 

Excerpts from reports from the Austro- 
Hungarian Minister are then quoted by 
the newspaper. The reports cover the 
discussion in Rumania as to whether 
Russian troops would be allowed to 
march across Rumania, and as to the 
concentration of Rumanian troops on 
the Austro-Hungarian frontiers. On 
June 25, 1916, the Austro-Hungarian Min- 
ister predicted that a critical time had 
arrived. 

“The Minister reports that the ententeg 
threatens Rumania,’’ the newspaper con- 
tinues, “and that it would consider no 
Rumanian wishes in the peace confer- 
ence if Rumania did not enter the war 
now. On July 27 the Minister reports 
that King Ferdinand declared: ‘I have 
the same intentions as may late uncle 
but not the same authority.’ 

- Realizes Break Is Near 

“On July 27 the Minister reports the 
conversation in which the Minister said 
to Premier Bratiano that he was con- 
scious that this was one of his last con- 
versations with him. The Minister an- 
nounced to Premier Bratiano that in case 
of war German troops would co-operate 
in Transylvania. On Aug. 5 the Austro- 
Hungarian consul at Galatz wires that 
the Rumanian mobilization is superflu- 
ous, since virtually all the troops are 


mobilized already. 
On Aug. 8 Premier Bratiano asked the 


cession of a part of Bukowina, alleging 
that this may strengthen the partisans 
of neutrality. The Minister, following 
instructions, declined, since this cession 
would not prevent Rumania from at- 
tacking Austro-Hungary whenever she 
would think the moment propitious. 

On Aug. 12 the Austro-Hungarian For- 
eign Minister instructed the Minister at 
Bucharest to point out in a friendly tone 
that Rumania leaves the Russian 
frontier unprotected, while it makes 
strong war preparations against Aus- 
tria-Hungary. - The King’s answer to 
these representations on Aug, 26, the 
Minister reports, was ‘‘Evasive as usu- 
al.” 

“The night of the 2th Premier Brati- 
ano declared in a conversation with the 
Minister that Rumania would enter the 
war only if attacked. On the 27th Ru- 
mania declared war.”

HAWAIS VERY BUSY 
MAKING THE UKULELE 


Popularity of Instrumemt in 
America Jumps Output to 1600 
Instruments a Month, 


qn 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. We-It is no 
longer any secret in Honolulu that 
America likes its ukulele music and is 
willing to pay for its fancy, acoording 
to A. P. Taylor, representing the De- 
partment of Commerce in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

Taylor has just filed with the 4de- 
partment of Washington statistics which 
give an idea of how the ukulele bust- 
ness is picking up in the South Seas. 
According to the agent the Hawatian 
ukulele makers are turning out 1600 in. 
struments a month. From 600 to 600 
instruments a month were being made 
a year ago. 

In Honolulu there are now eight uku- 
lele factories and through the islands 
are small factories. 

Previously the only ukuleles made 

were turned out by small shops employ- 
ing two or three skilled ukulele mak- 
ers. The output of these places were 
almost entirely for the island trade and 
vken the foreign demand struck Hono- 
lulu, the demand went far ahead of the 
supply. ? 
Within the last few months practli- 
cally every ukulele manufacturer in 
Honolulu has been speeding up his out- 
put to meet the demand. The small 
workshops have been turned into fac- 
tories, the handful of workers formerly 
employed has been swelled as rapidly as 
workers could be trained and plants en- 
larged. Last month a ukulele manufac- 
turing company was organized in Hono- 
lulu which plans to turn out from 100 
to 2000 instruments a month as long as 
the demand continues. 
This company will manufacture a 
heavy output of the instruments and 
plans to market the production of other 
factories in the islands. The workers 
will all be Hawalians or Portuguese.

Un- 
der a new decree of the Federal Coun- 
ci! the Imperial German Bank is now 
empowered to certify its depositors’ 
checks. The certification is valid for 
but 10 days from the date of issue. 
Judging by the experiences of the first 
few days of the new regulation, the 
/, ' arrangement will prove very popular. Al- 
- though the decree primarily affects the 
Imperial Bank, other banks can, “‘in 
fuitable cases,’ procure certified checks 
for their depositors, although these have 
no accounts in the Imperial Bank. 

This perhaps is the most important 
step in the efforts of imperial, state 
and municipal authorities throughout 
Germany to substitute . payment by 
check for cash transactions. But it fs 
only one of a long series of measures 
directed to the same end. Measures are 
now being taken to abolish or greatly 
reduce the fees heretofore charged for 
postal checks, and the payment of taxes,

Was Paid $1,000,000 Fee.

Report Makes Direct Charges in 
Permitting New $264,000,000 
Security Issue. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 12—The Kansas 
Public Utilities Commission yesterday 
granted the application of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad Company for 
permission to issue $264,000,000 worth of 
stocks and bonds. ’ 

In an opinion handed down by the com- 
mission with its decision regarding the 
reorganization. plans the commission 
charges “‘looting” of claimants against 
the road by compelling them to take only 
a part of their due, and in some cases 
Stock in the company. The amount of 
the alleged “fraud,” according to 
opinion, is over five and one-third mil- 
lion dollars. The opinion then states that 
the commission cotild find no _ lega: 
method to prevent such practices 

“The offensive part of the reorganiza- 
tion plan,’”’ reads the opinion, ‘“‘is the 
method of disposing of the claims which 
¢rew out of operation of the road and 
the reckless waste of money in payments 
to syndicates and committees that par- 
ticipated in the reorganization. Every 
member of syndicate known to stock 
brokers and dealers ir high finance 
seems to have been created.”’ 

Syndicate Got $1,000,000. 

It is charged by the commission that 
one syndicate was paid $1,000,000, pre- 
sumably for buying securities, and an- 
other was paid $675,000 for lending the 
purchasing syndicate money with which 
t bought securities. 

‘Much of this expenditure,’’ says th3 
-eport, “in the opinion of this commis- 
s.on, was simply loot, and never was le- 


vitimately or honestly earned. 


We do not believe that a reorganiza- 
tion scheme or plan is fair that deprives 
the rightful claimant of damages du3 
ior personal injury, loss of merchandise 
or property in the operation of trains 
and refuses full payment o fsuch prop- 
erly adjudicated claims, except in stock

Will Be Turned Over by the 
Receivers About Nov. 1. 

W. B. Biddle, one of the receivers for 
the St. Louis & San Francisio Railroad, 
to@ a Post-Dispatch reporter today the 
approval of the issue of $264,000,000 of 
stocks and bonds of the road by the 
Kansas Public dJtilities Commission was 
the last legal step necessary before tak- 
ing the road out of the hands of the re- 
‘elvers and turning it over to the offi- 
cerf of the reorganized company, who 
have already been chosen. Biddle said 
the receivers planned to do this by Nov. 
1 W. C. Nixon, one of the receivers, 
is the president of the reorganized com- 
pany. 

W. F. Evans, counsel for the road, 
Said the reorganization plan gubmitted 
to the Kansas Commission was precise- 
ly the same plan submitted to the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission and ap- 
provefl by it.

COL. ROOSEVELT’S OUTBREAK. 
When war comes to our shores and another 
crisis in which peace and war seem to hang in the 
balance and the honor and welfare of the Amert- 
can people, as well as their friendly relations with 
another nation seem threatened, Col. Roosevelt 
breaks into a violent denunciation of the Presi-

Declares Destroying American 
Lives Is More Serious Offense 
Than Hindering Trade.

‘ An audience of more than a thousand 


German-American citizens at Tower 

rove Tufnverein Hall last night lis- 
tened to a two-and-a-half-hour epeech 
by Senator James A. Reed and loudly 
applauded every reefrence to President 
Wilson, and especially every reference 
to his peace policies. 

The meeting. was one of the most in- 
teresting political gatherings ever as- 
gembled in St. Louis. Senator Reed an- 
nounced, at the beginning of his speech, 
that he was going to discuss frankly 
and fairly the foreign policies of Presi- 
dent Wilson with particular respect to 
Germany. Throughout the long speech, 
in which he took turns at criticising 
both Germany and England for their 
violation of international law, Senator 
Reed had the most respectful attention. 

He argued his case as a lawyer in 
court would sum up his evidenoe, first to 
show that Germany had committed a 
serious offense against the United 
States by destroying American lives on 
the sea, while England had merely in- 


terfered with commerce, without the 


destruction of a’single life. 
Says Kaiser Was” Wrong. 

Senator Reed’ mentioned ship after 
ship that had been torpedoed by Ger- 
man submarines, and added that the 
German Government itself had admit- 
ted that it was wrong in these cases, 
and had offered to pay indemnity to 
the United States. In every controversy 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, he said, the Kaiser had admit- 
ted that the United States was right 
and Germany was wrong. He said that 
if he had been President of the United 
States he would have first held to ac- 
countability the European ruler who 
had destroyed American lives before 
dealing with the nation that merely 
held up cargoes of beef and pork. 

He added that Germany, under the 
pressure of war, had not intentionally 
destroyed American lives, and that if 
these offending acts had been intea- 
tional, Wilson’s answer to Germany 
would have been 4 declaration of war. 

“One class of our people insists that 
Wilson should be supplanted by Hughes 
because they declare that our Govern- 
ment has dealt too harshly with Ger- 
many,” Senator Reed gaid. ‘‘Another 
class insists that Wilson should be sup- 
planted by Hughes because our Govern- 
ment had dealt too gently with Ger- 
many. 

“Thus we are presented with the 
anomaly of two classes of people de- 
manding the election of Mr. Hughes; 
one in the hope that he will change the 
policies of our Government 80 as to ben- 
efit Germany, and the other that he 
will change our policies so as to destroy 
Germany. This contrariety of opinion 
strongly argues for the fairness and im- 
partiality of the course our Government 
has pursued, for the friends and enemiss 
of Germany both cr¥ out against it.”’ 
After reviewing in detail the contro- 
versies between the United States and 
Germany, Senator Reed said: 

“T¢ is true that many people now ad- 
mit that the President was justified in 
his entire course toward Germany, but 
complain that he was not equally stren- 
uous in his demands upon England.

You many search in vain through ev- 
efy utterance which has fallen from 
his lips or pen for a single criticism 
of President Wilson because he was 
not more strenuous in his demands 
against England. You will search 
in vain for a similar utterance from 
any one of his great supporters. Read 
the speeches and interviews of 
Hughes and those who control his 
campaign, and you cannot escape the 
absolute knowledge that the sole 
basis of their attack upon President 
Wilson is that he did not deal with 
sufficient harshness against Germany. 
Indeed, it is susceptible of pretty 
clear demonstration that the Repub- 
lican party is becoming a@ war party, 
and that the object and victim of that 
war is to be Germany.” 

Senator Reed then presented his evi- 
dence in support of this assertion. He 
quoted scores of passages from Roose- 
velt's books and speeches criticising 
Wilson for not having declared war 
upon Germany for the invasion of Bel- 
gium and for the sinking of the Lusl- 
tania. He also quoted similar passages 
from the speeches of Elihu Root and 
Senator Lodge. 

In developing his case against Roose- 
velt, and in presenting evidence to prove 
that Roosevelt and Hughes were in thor- 
ough accord in their enmity toward Ger- 
many, Senator Reed made reference to 
the celebrated Gary dinner, at which 
plans were laid to bring about the nom- 
ination of Roosevelt as the Republican 
candidate for President. He declared 
that this meeting was attended by 17 
great capitalists, controlling $120,000,000,- 
000, and that they were all men who 
were growing fat on war contracts with 
the allies. 

Yells of Conference. 

Senator Reed told how Roosevelt re- 
fused to decline the Progressive party 
nomination for President until he had 
satisfied himself as to how Hughes stood 
with respect to the “politico-racial hy- 
phenates,” as he described the German- 
Americans. He said that Roosevelt and 
Hughes had a three hours’ conference 


room of a hotel, arm in arm, Hughes 
eaid: 

‘We talked over all matters fully ‘and 
were in thorough accord.” 

“On Aug. 3," Senator Reed added, 
‘Roosevelt, speaking in the light of his 
conference with Hughes, said: ‘I rec- 
ognize his high qualities, which must 
recommend him to the esteem of the 
whole world, particularly to the sympa- 
thy of the allies.’ " 

For nearly an hour Senator Reed 
spoke on this point, producing an array 
of evidence In support of his claim that 
Hughes was merely the tool of Roose- 
velt in the present campaign, and that 
the two were hand In glove with respect 
to Germany. . 

Even some of the German propa 
gandists in St. Louis, who have been mos! 
active and bitter in their fight upon the 
Wilson administration, paid close and 
respectful attention to Senator Reed and 
remarked after the meeting that the 
speech was a remarkable presentation uf 
the case. 


Reed argued that the elction of Hughes 
would portend to the abandonment of 
Wilson’s peace policies for war. 

“People of the United States might a: 
well face the cold facts,”’ the Senato) 
added. “If Hughes were to be inaugu- 
rated President of the United States 0) 
the 4th day of March, and were the nex: 
day to send a message to Congress de 
manding a declaration of war aagins 
Germany, he could say to the Americar 
people with perfect fairness, that he 
gave them abundant warning of his in 
tent. He could, with absolute justice 
assedt that the repudiation of Wilsor 
was the repudiation of a Policy of peac« 
and an instruction for one of war.”’ 

Senator Reed closed his speech with a 
word picture of war and a description of 
what war between the United States an: 
Germany would mean to both countries 
As he approached his climax he made : 


Slip of the tongue which caused som: 
amusement among those who heard it 

“All that we could have won in a war 
with Germany and more has been ac- 
complished by Theodore Roosevelt with 
his pen,” he exclaimed. 


It was obvious to everybody that Sen- 
ator Reed intended to use the name of 
President Wilson. His voice was nearly 
drowned out with cheers before he ut- 
tered the name of Roosevelt, and not 
many in the audience caught the unwit- 
ting substitution of names, 

There was a remarkable scene in the 
hall when Senator Reed raised his voic« 
to its highest pitch and uttering this 
closing sentence: “Do you not than! 
God for Woodrow Wilson, who has kept 
this country at peace with honor and 
out of this European war?” and many 
in the audience arose and shouted ‘‘Yes . 
~The attendance at the meeting was 
gratifying to the Democratic managers 
Hundreds stood.

He 
declined and Abeles called up Stone 
from the Steats-Zeitung office. Then, 
Ridder says, Stone spoke to him and 
said he would regard it as a personal 
favor “not only to come myself but 
also to bring influential German- 
Americans with me.” He declares he 
learned ‘that a luncheon had been ar- 
ranged on the same day, which proved 
a fizzle because the German-Amefi- 
cans declined to receive Stone. 

He Continues: “I felt we should at 
least hear what Senator Stone had to 
say, and so a number of us gathered 
together at Terrace Garden for dinner 
at 8 o’clock on Sept. 16 as the guests 
of RAr. Abeles. 

“There were present at this confer- 
ence Otto Van Schenk, Henry, Abeles, 
Joseph-Frey, president of the German- 
American Catholic Societies; President 
Collmeyer of the United German 
Turners, and one or two other friends 
whose names I do not remember; 
George Sylvester Viereck, the editor 
of The Fatherland, and Senator Stone. 
‘Thos conference lasted from 8 o’clock 
at night till 3 on Sunday morning. Sen- 
ator Stone used all his well-kKfiown pow- 
ers of persuasion, and I am ready to 
concede him the palm as an able ad- 
vocate of the admniistration, to convince 
us that teh apparent anti-German poll- 
cies of the Wilson administration were 
only for public consumption, and that 
privately they were ready to work 
hand in glove with the German-Amer- 
ican leaders. 

“The whole objetc of this conference 
so far as Senator Stone was concerned, 
was to find out what action was neces- 
sary on the part of the administration 
in rder to secure the support of Ger- 
man-Americans at the coming eection. 

“Can anything be mere humiliating 
than the spectacle of the chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committees of the 
Senate gum-shoeing in a small room of 
a Third avenue beer garden and barter- 
ing for the votes which the President 
from the platform of Shadow Lawn and 
in his speech of acceptance had repudi- 
ated? 

“Hardly 10 days passed by when the 
second emissary of President Wilson 
appeared jn New York City to accom- 
plish what Senator Stone had failed to 
accomplish. Thi stime the messenger 
apepared in, the person of a Cabinet 
minister, no less a personage than Al- 
bert Burleson, Postmaster-General. 
“Mr, Burleson arranged through Mr.

hour of 12 o’clock on Tuesday, Sept. 2. 
Invitations were extended to Bernard H.

“Between the shambles of Falfemont 


Homeric struggle worthy of the heroes 
of antiquity has taken place. 
“Through ever-changing clouds of 
multi-colored smoke, blown this way 
and that by an impartial breeze, I have 
been privileged to witness this enthral- 
ling spectacle. 
“Not even the bombardment preced- 
ing the allied advance on July 1 could 
surpass the fury of the British guns on 
Sept. 4. For hours, it seemed to me, the 
allied orchestra played its dreadful tune, 
and there was no soft music in between. 
The flashes of thé guns had become 
as one flash; the sharp crack of the 
smaller guns, overawed by the deep, 
majestic boom of the ‘heavies,’ inter- 
mingled into one continuous roar, and 
the protesting heavens seemed to fling 
back a thunderous echo. 
“The remains of Falfemont Farm 
crumbled away. An unbroken column 
of smoke and flame arose from the 
withered trees of Wedge Wood, and all 
along the gentle slope that lay between 
the German trenches churned and 
heaved beneath the crashing blows of 
an avalanche of shells. Truly a real 
inferno such as fiction never fashioned! 
Khaki Line Springs Up. 
“The first intimation I had of visible 
human activity was a glimpse far away 
to the right of a dotted blue line mov- 
ing slowly northwards. Shells burst in 
profusion all around it, but, although 
it was thinned appreciably, it never 
Slackened. Having reached a certain 
point it seemed to drop down into the 
earth, and, after some few minutes had 
elapsed it reappeared hazily through the 
smoke, still moving northwards. Then 
a khaki line sprang out of nowhere and 
advanced slowly across the slope to- 


wards Falfemont Farm. 
“Covered by a vigorous machine gun 


fire, our advance continued in perfect 
order right up the slope almost to 
Falfemont, and then quite suddenly the 
Shelis burst beyond the ruined farm. 
Surely they must take it! But quite 
unexpectedly a slowly moving gray mass 
emerged out of a cloud of dark gray 
smoke and advanced with ready bayo- 
nets to the attack. A man’s fight at 


last! 
“Although one may be thrilled and 


awed by the terrible splendor of modern 
artillery, there is nothing that appeals 
to one’s sense more than a fair fight 
between man and man, where a strong 
arm and a quick eye decide the issue. 
“I could not hear the clash of their 
bayonets as they met, but I could see 
the shock of the fearful impact. For a 
moment they seemed to stand still as if 
recovering from the concussion. I ap- 
plied my glasses to my eyes to get a 
better view. As I gazed through the 
lenses they seemed to have grown twice 


their size. 
‘At first it was but a confused jumble 


of khaki and gray, all the steel helmets 
flashing in unison with the bayonets and 
forming 4 sort of halo round their 


heads. Then I began picking out indi- 
vidual combatants. 
‘Never before have I seen men fight 


with such savagery. At once it was re- 
pulsive and splendidly cruel. The huge- 
limbed Prussians—for Prussians I be- 
lieve they were—towered over the men 
opposed to them, who were mostly of 
small or medium stature. Cumbersome 
and strong as these Prussians were, 
however, the lithe little Britons were 
thelr masters in nine cases out of ten. 
In and out of them and under their 
bayonets they darted, thrusting here and 
prodding there. 
Man to Man Fight. 

‘There is a little Englishman out 
there with two big Prussians lunging 
at him. This way and that he jumps, 
parrying a stroke, fenting, sometimes 
slipping, and then recovering. He makos 
a fearful lunge at the gray-clad giant 
on his left, and I think he has over- 
stepped himself. But no. Down goes 
his point and up swings the butt of his 
rifle, catching the Boche a lifting blow 
under the jaw. With splendid agility he 
leaps aside as the other rushés him on 
his flank. Then, with a quick turn 
that one only sees in a boxing ring, he 
buries his bayonet in his opponent's ribs. 

“There is another man farther to the 
left who is opposed by a German who 
has evidently learnt bayonet fighting.

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RUSSIA'S ARCTIC. 


PURTS 10 CLOSE 
SUUN FOR WINTER 


Catharine’s Harbor Only Fishing 
Village Open to Navigation 
Year Round. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—‘“The re- 
cent activity of German submarines 
in waters to the north of Norway re- 
vives interest in Russia’s Arctic and 
White Sea ports, all save one of 


which will within a few weeks be 
closed to navigation until late next 
spring, when the ice blockade will be 
broken once more by that brief but 
most welcome visitor to North Rus- 
sia, the warm summer sun,” says a 
war geography *ulletin of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, in  de- 
scribing two of the European ports 
through which, in addition to the 
White Sea metropolis of Archangel, 
the Czar’s kingdom maintains .com- 
munication with the8outside world fn 
spite of the warbound Baltic and the 
impenetrable Dardanelles. 

“Of the half a score of fishing vil- 
lages that cling to the fringe of the 
Arotic Circle in European Russia,” 
continues the bulletin, “one of the 
most interesting is Yekaterina, or 
Catharine’s Harbor, 175 miles within 
the Circle, yet having an ice-free port 
the year round, thanks to the warm 
currents of the Atlantic which sweep 
around the North Cape of Norway. 
The Russian Government founded 
the town of Alexandrovck here 20 
years ago, tut it has not grown as 
rapidly as might have been expected, 
considering its advantage of ice-free 
water throughout the year, compared 
with Archangel’s six months of isola- 
tion. 

“The harbor is screened from the 
ocean by a lofty island, which keeps 
the inner waters as calm as a lake 
while Arctic storms rage just beyond 
the perpendicular cliffs. The harbor 
is a little more than a mile long and 
from 400 to 600 feet wide, with from 
10 to 15 fathoms of water. The great- 
est drawback to its development is 
the fact that the cliffs come to the 
water’s very edge, and practically no 
room is left for the construction of 
warehouses. _ 

“The village of Kem, 180 miles west 
of Archangel, has 2000 people, most of 
whom are engaged in. fishing for her- 
ring, salmon and navago. The shoals 
of herring in this portion of the White 
Sea often are so great that fishermen 
allow their oars to rest on the congested 
masses. The annual catch in five vil- 
lages of this section amounts to 16,000,- 
000 herring, and the average price for 
the fish, before they are smoked or salt- 
ed, is from 2% cents to 75 cents a 1000. 


not shipped, but is consumed by the vil- 
lagers. It is so easily caught that this 
part of the fishing industry is given 
over to the children, who use bait tied 
to a string, without hooks. The baited 
line is dropped through a hole in the 
ice and it is seized immediately by the 
ravenous navago. Frequently more than 
one fish makes a strike for the same 
bait and the disappointed one seizes the 
tail of| the successful victim as it is 
being drawn to the surface. Thus two 
fish are landed at the same time. Each 
bit of bait is used many times. 

“The season for the salmon catch is 
from May to November, and the price 
for this species is 70 cents per 100 
pounds. 
| “Several varieties of fish which are 
not considered edible by the inhabitants 
are caught in great quantities, dried fn 
the sun, and used as forage for cattle 
during the winter months. 

“In thig seemingly primitive region 
the sawmills which dot the shores are 
practically all lighted by electricity. 
These mills, which furnish the timber 
for the shipbuilding operations of the 
long winter months, when fishing is im- 
possible, have 81,000,000 acres of forest 
from which to secure their logs. 

“One of the oddest customs of this re- 
gion is the manner in which the natives 
have trained wild ducks to play the 
role of the American hen. The nests 
are robbed regularly for food and, ac- 
cording to a governor of the province, 
the older birds become so accustomed 
to this that if, by a native’s oversight, 
one of the eggs is left behind and even- 
tually hatches, the unwelcome duckling 
is dragged from the nest and drowned 
by the astonished mother bird.”’
